WORKMEN DRILL 


Trainmen Refuse to Move Military 
Employers Stay Away From 
Their Own Works 


PARIS, Sept. 15.—Travellers arriving to- 
day from Italy describe the seizure of the 
Metal works by workmen as possessing 
odd features, Flagstaffs on the principal 
Plants bear two flags—red for the Sactal- 
ists and black for the anarchists, Many 
reports say private houses are displaying 
red flags, espectaliy in Milan. 

Occupants of Works have Free Hand 

Government troops guard the banks but 
do not interfere with the occupants of the 
works, ‘Transport workers allow no move- 
ment of government troops from one part 
of Italy to another, The ministry of war 
at Rome recently endeayored to send some 
regiments to northern Italy, but the train- 
men refused to move them, 

The Italian govertiment has informed the 
manufacturers ‘association that it does not 
wish to employ troops in clearing the fac- 
tories but that a far better course is for 
the employers to negotiate a compromise 
with the workmen's committee. The em- 
ployers have agreed for the present not to 
go near their own works so as not to 
expose themselves to forcible exclusion. 

Hours of Duty Reduced to Twelve 

Shop committees at first required the 
workers to be on duty sixteen hours a 
day—eight hours for work and eight hours 
for guard duty. Owing to protests, how- 
ever, they have reduced the hours of duty 
to twelve daily. Workmen in ail factories 
are obliged to give a certain amounut 
of time to military drill. They are also 
well supplied with small arms and some 
haye machine guns, The works now run- 
ning are using up raw materials on hand, 
and putting the finished goods in stock 
as they have no sales organizations, The 
amount of raw materials cannot last be- 
yond a few weeks,

WINDSOR, Ont. Sept. 13.—The 
feature of the opening day of the 
thirty-sixth annual convention of the 
Trades and Labor congress of Canada 
was an address at the afternoon ses- 
sion by Hon. Arthur Meighen, premier 
of Canada. The convention opened 
formally shortly before 11 o'clock 
after addresses of welcome by J. F. 
Clancy, president of the loeal trades 
and labor congress; Mayor E. B 
Winter, of Windsor; Walter McGreg- 
or, represting the borer cities 
board of commerce; W. C. Kennedy, 
M.-P., and Hon, Walter Rollo, minister 
of health and labor for Ontario, the 
address of the latter being the feature 
of the forenoon session. 

President Tom Moore {introduced 
the premier, telling the delegates that 
should Mr. Meighen feel it his duty to 
say things with which they were not 
in harmony, it was their duty to give 
him an attentive hearing 

After briefly reviewing the history 
of organized labor on this continent, 
Premier Meighen intimated that the 
hest way to get results tending to the 
Improvement of the lot of the wage- 
earner was by a steady, determined 
movement along the lines that have 
already brought results.

Premier's New Title, 

Premier Stewart was introduced to | 
his fellow members of the Kiwanis | 
club as the “president and fexeral | 
manager of the Alberta and Great 
Waterways railway,” and in his open- 
ing remarks declared the railwey was 
no longer going to be a joke.

In the language of Ben 
Turner, one of the British lahor 
delegates who recently toured the 
country, the people are fifty ver 
cent hungry; the towns have noth- 
ing to sell to the farmers, and the 
farmers refuse to supply the 
towns with food, because they can 
get nothing for it but money that

it is composed. The land is only 
cropped to supply the needs of 
the peasants; the railways are 
without rolling stock, and trans- 
portation has broken down; the 


factories are either idle or pro-|
